reanlyed not to endure the ridicule that 
fastens on those. who are arrested under a 
disguise, and a failure: would ‘have been no 
‘longer endurable, But to come to the par- 
ticulars of my escape, er , 
~ You know the fort was gnarded by four 
hundred men, who furnished a daily guardof 
sixty soldiers, who were on duty. within’ 
aud:without the fort ;. furthermore the door 
of the prison was guarded by three jailora, 
two- of whom were always on duty, “It was 
necessary, therefore, in the first place, to 
passé bofure them, then’ to: traverse all the « 
inner court before the windows of the Com. 
mandant ; having ‘reached there, it was 
necessary to pass through. the gate, where 
wero an orderly ani a sergeant, and a gates 
keeper, @ sentinel, and finally « post of
